POLITICS AND HORSE RACING. 


Since the plan of determining the policy |

uences of this cones | earried on by the 

nancial powers since 1873 are perceivable in 
the shrinkage of yalues of nearly all com- 
modities and in the stagnation of busi- 
ness. 

I am an old bi-metallist. I consider the 
restitution of silver to its old rights as the 
most important task. I believe that the 
Democratic party alone can and will re- 
monetize silver, and therefore I am a mem- 
ber ef this convention. 

This splendid gathering is a proof that the 
voters of Illinois and e people at large 
cannot be deceived by the false arguments 
of the “Dishonest Money League.“ We all 
know that gold and silver have been stand- 
ard money as long as humanity has history 
until in and Bince 1873 the free coinage of 
silver has been prohibited in about a dozen 
of nations. We all know that only two so- 
called arguments have been offered in de- 
fense of the demonetization of silver, viz: 

I. That an over- production had caused a 
silver flood, and 

2. That it had become impossible to main- 
tain a ratio between gold and silver. 

But the report of the Director of the Mint 
of the United States of April 20, 1895, shows 
that during the last 100 years the production 
of gold on earth exceeded the production of 
silver about $500,000,000. We had, therefore, 
not an over-production of silver, but rather 
an over-production of gold. 

And other official doeuments of the United 
States destroyed the other false argument 
of the dishonest money league. Page 50 of 
the United States Statistical Abstract of 
1892 shows that from 1687 until 1873 the ratio 
of value of unminted gold to unminted silver 
differed never more than per cent—a 
fluctuation that cannot seriously infiu- 
ence the value of the money pieces coined 
in both metals at the rate of 1 to 16. . 

Now, let me tell you my experience with 
bimetallism among the Germans. Some 
years ago I visited Germany. Every news- 
paper that came into my hands advocated 
the gold standard, When I searched for bi- 
metallists I found a small band of men 
carrying on a campaign of education with 
pamphiets and with a weekly paper. The 
campaign was successful. Some weeks ago

the Reichstag passed a resolution request- 
ing the Imperial Government to call a mint 
conference, and the Chancellor, Prince Ho- 
henlohe, declared he would do so. During 
the last fortnight the House of Lords, as 
well as the Lower House of the Prussian 
Parliament, passed resolutions, asking that 
the mint conference should be called for the 
stated purpose of re-enacting bimetallism. 
That is the result of a campaign of educat- 
tion among the Germans. 

The reason for this almost miraculous 
appearing result is the fact that bimetal- 
lism demands only what has been law on 
earth for thousands of years, and that is 
honest financial policy. And, therefore, I 
predict here to-day that victory will also 
perch on our banners in this great country 
if we all do our duty. 


A NATIONAL CONVENTION. 


That Is the Question Which Dwarfs 
Everything Else. 
Special to The Pogt-Dispatch. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., June 5.—There are 
1,076 regularly elected delegates from 102 
counties of Illinois in session here to-day to 
take action on thé silver question, and the 
city is thronged with visitng Democrats. 
The convention will declare this afternoon 
for the free coinagé of silver at the ratio of 
16 to 1 by a practically unanimous vote. 

But it will not stop there. A resolution 
will be introduced calling upon the Demo- 


cratic National Committee to call a national 
convention to give expression to the views 
of the democracy of the country upon the 
financial question. This resolution will be 
adopted, and delegates will be named to the 
convention when it meets. If the Demo- 
cratic National Committee refuses to call a 
convention, or if it State ¢ beyond a reason- 


able time, then the State Committees will be 
asked to take action\and name delegates; a 
conference of delegates also named by the 
State Committees will be held, and a time 
and place for the convention agreed upon. 
The one thing that is certain, and it will 
be the most important feature of the con- 
vention, is that it will certainly result in 
a convention of the Democrats of the 
United States on the silver question. 

To the citizens of St. Louis the important 
feature of the National Convention is the 
fact that it is plainly apparent that St. 
Louis is the choice of the great majority of 
the delegates as the place for holding it. 
If St. Louis wants the convention she can 
get it. There is naturally a feeling of State 
pride in favor of Chicago, but there is a 
stronger idea that Chicago is not the right 
place. St. Louis, of course, con not get the 
convention by sitting down and asking for 
it. But the Post-Di tech correspondent is 
assured by the leaders of the movement 
that with anything like favorable induce- 
ments offered, it can have a national silver 
convention this fall. It is regarded as the 
natural and proper place for holding it, and 
the leaders.in the movement are looking to 
it to come forward and ask for it at the 
proper time.
